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1 . The response to the restriction requirement filed 07/02/2007 has been received and 
entered by the examiner in which claims 40-51 have been withdrawn from consideration and 
claims 1-39 are presenting for examination. 

2. Claims 1-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 5 second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

2.1 . The claimed language is indefinite and unclear. 

As per claim 1, it is unclear how would the wired communication means would transmit and 
receive data between mounted host equipment (transmit and receive data between the host itself), 
see lines 2-3. Also, it is unclear which communication network (lines 8, 9-10, 12) the claim is 
referring to (is it the external communication network or the short distance wireless 
communication network). 

As per claim 19, it is unclear how would the wired communication means would transmit and 
receive data between mounted host equipment (transmit and receive data between the host itself), 
see lines 2-3. Also, it is unclear which communication network (lines 8-10) the claim is referring 
to (is it the external communication network or the short distance wireless communication 
network). 

As per claim 22, it is unclear which communication network (line 8) the claim is referring to (is 
it the external communication network or the short distance wireless communication network). 
Also,4he last phrase "whereby and transmit-receiving data between said network server and said 
host equipment" appears incomplete. 
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3. Claim 22 recites the limitation "said short-distance wireless communication network" in 
line 3. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

4. The language of the claims is unclear and indefinite to show the claimed invention and 
the examiner is unable to conduct a search to find the related art. 

5. The applicant is advised to amend the claims thoroughly to show the claim invention.
